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Classmate 


Current investigations into 


the unlawful selling of liquors 
to minors has unearthed the 
suggestion that tavern own- 
ers are getting blamed for the 
minor's own delinquency. 


The theory is that the minor 


should be held partly responsible. 
It is often suggested that if a 
minor enters a tavern, misrepre- 
sents his age, and accepts alcoholic 
beverages, the minor is as respon- 
sible as the tavern owner. 


In fact, 20 states and the Dis- 


trict of Columbia hold it to be 
unlawful for a minor to mis- 
represent his age and to deceive 
& licensee in the procurement of 
alcoholic beverages. 
* * * 


Such laws specify penalties to be 


imposed upon minors who engage 
in these acts. In 1952, a joint Alco- 
holic Beverage Control committee 
in the United States conducted a 
survey throughout the country to 
determine the advisability of the 
laws.

that they favored holding the.minor

responsible for such 


misrepresentations... 
- However, the commission dis- 
covered that the provisions hold- 
ing the minor responsible were 
sponsored by organizations of re- 
tail licensees . . . tavern owners.

They insist that such provisions 


would brand the minor a criminal 
when the real offender, the li- 
censee, would be unharmed, if en- 
forced. 


And, if not enforced, they would 


destroy the basic purpose of con- 
trol, to promote respect for the 
liquor laws. 


These advocates believe the 


licensee should be held entirely 
responsible for selling to minors, 
.that efforts to hold minors joint- 
ly answerable inevitably water 
down the tavernkeeper's respon- 
sibility, and make more difficult 
his punishment.

Main Line 
Of C&NW 
Is Blocked 


Coupling Is Blamed; 
Wreck Crews Work 
To Restore Service 


Twelve cars of an Omaha- 


bound Chicago Northwestern 
freight train piled up in the 
Dixon yards shortly before 
midnight last night, blocking 
traffic on the main line of the 
road. 


Railroad authorities said that a 


coupling mechanism on the 78th 
car of the 114-car train worked 
loose, fell to the tracks and caused 
the derailment. Eleven cars imme- 
diately behind the 78th car piled 
up, three of them 
plummeting 


down an embankment. 


The railroad said today -that the 


wreckage will be cleared today but 
that it will take until Friday before 
workmen can repair the damage 
to the roadbed. Meanwhile the 
main line traffic is being rerouted. 


Tells Details 


According to R. A. Drengler, 


Sterling, Galena division 
train- 


master, the train was drawn by 
three Deisel engines and was trav- 
elling about 35-40 miles an hour 
when the accident occurred. 


The smash-up happened near the 


Dixon Cut Sole plant at the foot of 
Jay Dee avenue. Drengler said the 
cars involved included eight emp- 
ties, among them cattle cars and 
a tank car, one merchandise car, 
a carload of rugs and two gondolas 
laden with drainage pipe. 


Drengler identified the train as 


the second section of No. 251 which 
originated from Chicago and was 
bound for Omaha. 


Summon Crews 


Track crews were immediately 


summoned and worked throughout 
the night at the wreck scene. 


H. B. Smith, superintendent of 


the Galena division, was called 
from Clinton, la., and was on hand 
to direct operations. 


The forward section of the train, 


although stopped temporarily by 
the rupture of the air brake lines, 
continued to Clinton. Cars in the 
rear section remaining on the rails 
were pulled from the scene. 


For several hundred yards along 


the roadbed there was evidence 01 
the violence of the 'wreck. Drain- 
age pipe from the two gondolas 
was strewn along the embankment 
for about 60 yards. 


The gondolas were among the 


cars that buckled and wormed 
from the tracks and down the em 
bankment. 


Rails Twisted 


Some rail sections were twisted 


into a bow. Railroad ties were 
ripped from the roadbed. All of the 
12 cars were in some degree off 
the rails. A few were overturned. 


Huge wrecking equipment from 


the railroad's Clinton and Proviso 
yards were on the scene today. I 
was indicated that the damaged 
cars will be removed by nightfal 
to alloxv workmen to repair the 
rails and replace the damaged ties

New Ulinois 
Plant Output 
To Be Secret 


WASHINGTON tf> — Speculation 


is going on as to whether or not 
the Atomic Energy Commission's 
new plant in Fulton County, Ill- 
will turn out material for'a secret 
atomic -bomb process called im- 
plosion. 


This process came to light two 


years ago when it was mentioned 
for the first time at the spy trial 
of Julius and Ethel Rosenberg. 


Unofficial 
explanations of 
the 


process go this.way: 


Around the core of an atomic 


bomb are a number of "lenses", 
made of some unknown material. 
These lenses are detonated and the 
force of the blast is directed inward 
toward the core. This, then, would 
be an implosion rather than an 
explosion, which means, a blast 
directed outward. This implosion 
then helps set off the explosion or 
atomic blast. 


No indication was given at the 


trial whether the lens is made of a 
conventional explosive, such as 
gunpowder, or that it, like the key 
material of an A-bomb is made of 
uranium or plutonium. 


It appears unlikely, however, 


that two processes, which appar- 
ently are direct opposites of one 
another, would employ the same- 
kind of explosive. 


The AEG refuses to talk about 


implosion in any way. 


The commission, in its announce- 


ment of the plant, said 'only that 
the explosives to be manufactured 
there would not be of a radio-active 
nature and would be of .a "more 
or less conventional" nature. 


The AEC declined to say whether 


the explosives to be made in Illi- 
nois would be incorporated into 
bombs along with radio-active Hub- 
stances. But the very scope of

Jhe dangers to western civilization. He didn't stress the ob- 
jyious external threat—Russia. He emphasized the free 
Jvorld's internal weaknesses. These, he said, are the real 
peril.

What he meant was exactly what Mr. Eisenhower meant 


•when he said on Jan/20 that the Communists "feed on the 
iunger of others." 
- 
It is the Reds' great hope that free men will fail to deal 


SL full blow at poverty and its accompanying social ills; that 
they"will not'find among themselves* the kind of unity they 
jaeed to meet these difficulties at political and economic levels; 
"and that they will fail to approach these problems in a way 
•that will offer promise to Asiatics and Africans as well as 
Jvell as westerners.

In other words,. according to Toynbee, social injustice, 


disunity and the lack of understanding between western peo- 
. pies and the African-Asiatic groups are the vulnerable spots 
In our armor. Here the Communists will probe for their own 
aew ground, advancing as disease advances in a weakened 
J>art of the body.

Though we do not plan to do so, we of the West might 


perfectly balance Russian military power. And yet we still 
would not be free of the Red menace. For the Communist 
Idea, as the president and Toynbee have pointed out, fattens 
jm our failures.

"Since the goals of justice, unity and understanding 


among all peoples seem far from attainment, isn't Toynbee's 
outlook basically a dark one?

He doesn't think so, arid this is the real kernel of what 


lie had to say. He believes that the very reverse of what 
.the Russians hope for will happen.

He believes that the magnitude of the external Com- 


munist threat—military, political, economic, ideological—will 
prod and goad the free world into substantially curing the 
weaknesses the .Reds feed upon. He believes this has already 
begun to take place.

For the Communists this would be the complete irony, to 


press their cause so strongly as to arouse the free world to 
progress which in the end will rob that cause of its strength.

Yet that is the prospect as Toynbee sees it. Plainly com- 


munism has no great inner force of its own. Its pull upon 
men is relative to their distress. If western men do the great 
ihings they are now embarked upon, this vaunted magnet of 
Communism will one day no longer be able to attract a pin. 


THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Heart Failure Comes to Few 
Victims of Rheumatic Fever 


The most important heart dis- 
ase of childhood is rheumatic' 
ever. Although it does attack 
rownups, as vntll, it is responsible 
or most casea of heart trouble in 
:hildren between the ages of five 
and 15. 


The 
principal _ complication of 


fhsumatic fever is certainly heart 
trouble, since most of the other 
aspects of the disease clear up en- 
tirely. 
* It is true that many who are at- 
tacked by rheumatic fever do not 
develop permanent heart damage. 
But because such a high propor- 
tion do, the present efforts at re- 
ducing the frequency of rheumatic 
fever by prevention or treatment 
Qf streptococcic sore throat, and, 
possibly, the use of ACTH or corti- 
3'one during its acute stage, carries 
great importance for the future. 
* In these way* a great deal of 
permanent heart damage may be 
prevented. It should be said, how- 
ever, that whether ACTH or corti- 
sone will prevent heart damage 
even though they do act favorably 
on the other sign* of the disease, 
& not yet entirely certain. 
* Rheumatic fever may 
attack 


both the heart muscle itself and 
the inner valve* of the heart. The 
Calves which lie between the heart 
chamber! serve an important pur- 
pose In the circulation of the blood. 
If they arc damaged in such a way 
an to cause the blood to flow back- 
ward iat* a-cfcaxisr r/iicn it it 


supposed to have left, the heart, of 
course, in subjected to extra strain. 


Strain of this sort may eventual- 


ly produce signs of what is called 
heart failure. If this is noticed, the 
heart should be carefully examined 
to determine the degree or serious- 
ness of the difficulty. 


In mild cases extensive treat- 


ment may not be necessary. A re- 
duction in the amount of exercise 
or exertion may be enough to bring 
back some reserve strength to the 
heart, even though this reserve is 
perhaps not as much as that of the 
normal heart. 
REST IS NEEDED 


In more severe cases, of course, 


not only must more rest be taken 
and the cause attacked by what- 
ever appropriate 
measures are 


available, but also special treat- 
ments must be considered. 


The removal of fluid from the 


abdominal cavity or the legs, eith- 
er through a needle or by stimulat- 
ing the kidneys by drugs, are com- 
mon lines of treatment. Indeed, 
the diagnosis and treatment of 
heart failure of varying causes and 
degree* is so Important that it al- 
ways require* careful study by the 
physician and complete coopera- 
tion between doctor and patient. 


But it should be remembered 


that heart failure comes to only a 
few victims of rheumatic fever 
and most get well entirely or have 
only little trouble. , -

Clutch Players Will Win Games

It was no surprise to me when 


the Swedish team won the Euro- 
pean championship last Septem- 
ber. In Jan Wohlin, known affec- 
tionately as "the fat boy," the 
Swedish team has one of the fin- 
est card players in the world. 


I look forward with pleasure to 


the book of the 256 hands of the 
recent world championship match 
in New York largely because so 
many fine hands were played by 
Wohlin. 
(Bridge fans won't find 


this tournament book in the stores; 
it's bemg published at cost by the 
American Contract Bridge League.) 


Today's hand was played by 


the 250*-pound expert in the finals 
of the match between Sweden and 
Italy last September. Wohlin pull- 
ed an "impossible" game out? of 
the fire by giving an opponent a 
chance to make a crucial mistake. 


West opened his singleton dia- 


mond, and East took the ace and 
returned the suit to let West ruff. 
West shifted to clubs, 
properly 


enough, forcing out VVohlin's ace. 


At this moment things looked 


very bad for our hero.- He had 
already lost two tricks, he was 
bound to lose the ace of trumps, 
and he couldn't exactly eat the 
losing ten of clubs. 


What would you do if you were 


playing the hand? Can you see 
any chance for the contract—even 
if you assume that an opponent 
will make some reasonable mis- 
take? 


Wohlin calmly led a spade to 


dummy's ace and returned the 
nine of diamonds from the dum- 
my. East saw no reason to play 
the queen of diamonds 
(which 


would set up the rest of dummy's 
diamonds) since his partner was 
ruffing diamonds. So East played 
low, and Wohlin discarded the ten 
of clubs and held his breath. 


Poor West had to ruff with the 


ace of trumps, which meant that 
Wohlin had combined his club 
loser and his trump loser on the

Pcgler Is Told Soviets Make Use of His "Disclosures" 


for Propaganda Purposes

WASHINGTON—During my interview with Carmel Offie, a past 


memaer of the weird system of espionage, cliques and conspiracies 
operated by our government in cahoots with the A. F. of L., another 
man sat by as Offie's friend, putting in explanatory comments. He 
had had long experience in the State Department but finally had got- 
ten out, convinced that the department was no place for an aggres- 
sive anti-Communist. The subject of my mission was not Offie'* ar- 
rest in 1943 on a charge of a homosexual offense 
but the State Department's cynical resort to the 
American Federation of Labor as an "instrument" 
of intrigue and cold warfare in France, Italy, 
Greece and other "friendly" nations. 


I must interrupt myself to say that Offie says 


he was framed, being slugged by-four or five men 
and thrown into a cell, when he went to a corner 
of LaFayette park, across from the White House, 
to keep a rendezvous In compliance with an offi- 
cial order of the State Department. He abandoned 
his 525 bond without defending himself. He said 
»vr«tt>r»ok ee«i*» 


neither he nor his lawyer saw the police charge at the time although 
his lawyer did read it later. I asked him "Do you want to see it 
now?" For I had the record in my hand. Offie said "No." The friend 
at Offie's side has held the rank of minister and seemed thoroughly 
versed in the system of intrigue which our State Department and, lat- 
terly, the Central Intelligence Agency have borrowed from the old 
world. He said that, of. course, it was very immoral of us to vio- 
late the sovereignty of friendly nations in order to wage our politico- 
military and economic cold war against Soviet Russia. But it was 
necessary nevertheless. He said the Soviet propaganda was making 
use of my disclosures to discredit the United States. 


Here was the proposition. 
The Roosevelt administration had been imbued with a faith in 


Communism, as a Messianic force., which would dominate the world. 
Therefore anti-Communists were severely persecuted. 
Offie was a 


protege of William C. Bullitt, our first ambassador to Soviet Russia, 
who broke with Roosevelt when he, Bullitt, became disillusioned and 
begged Roosevelt to get next to himself. 


"I was one of the few who got 


nailed and suffered for fighting 
them,1' he said. 


The friend at Offie's side went 


on: 


The governments of these friend- 


ly countries were not too strong 
and it was obviously in our inter- 
est to move in and keep their na- 
tive communists 'off balance and 
prevent their seizing control 
through .the political "labor" move- 
ment. The obvious way was to 
muscle into their unions, which 
are all socialist political organiza- 
tions to say the best of them. To 
be sure this was not the honorable 
thing to do. After all, we had com- 
plained bitterly about .the inter- 
vention of the Moscow comniunists 
in our internal affairs, mainly 
through the unions of the CIO. Now 
we were doing that very thing in 
many other nations. It -was im- 
moral but it was practical and we 
figured that the AF -of L would be 
the best force at our disposal be- 
cause it was. a "labor" organiza- 
tion. Furthermore, the AF of L was 
politically ambitious, it had almost 
unlimited money subject to no ac- 
counting, and it was not inhibited 
by ethics or morals. 


Thus far, we had given the AF of 


L about $3,000,000 of the American 
tax-payers' money to spend secret- 
ly for intrigue in Europe and the 
Orient. This motjey was parsed 
without receipts, book records or 
accounting. 


"Why," I exclaimed, "this is 


absolutely crazy. I woudn't trust 
anybody in the AF of L with $5 on 
that basis, tt is a holding company 
for the damnedest gang of rack- 
eteers in the country and yet we 
hand it $3,000,000 of our money!" 


Nevertheless, something had to 


be done and the A Fof- L, he said, 
seemed the obvious "instrument." 
By the way, although the CIO has 
tried to horn into the conspiracy, 
using Victor Reuther as its Euro- 
pean "ambassador," it seems to 
have been muscled aside by the 
AF of L crowd.\

Europe about 1946, Brown being, 
as you may recall, the AF of L's 
"ambassador" in these foreign 
plots.

Offie said the con- 
federation of free trade unions, 
the flimsy front rigged up by Irv- 
ing Brown under the direct com- 
mand of Jay Lovestone and Dubin- 
sky, had "a lousy measly budget 
of only $120,000 a year." On the 
other hand, he put in brightly, 
Dubinsky had "absolute freedom 
to use the money of his garment 
workers" whose treasury of mil- 
lions lies absolutely under his hand.

On Korean Warfront 
WASHINGTON — UP) —

Hoffman (R-Mich) to- 


day asked the house to de- 
mand a full explanation from 
Defense Secretary Wilson for 
an American combat raid 
staged in Korea before invited 
guests. 


The attack, known as "Operation 


Smack," stalled under heavy fire 
near the top of Spud Hill, north of 
Seoul. It was witnessed by Army 
and Air Force generals and war 
correspondents who were provided 
with advance timetables.

Blame Speed for Area Auto Deaths 


1952 State Police Survey 
Reveals 51 Die on Highways 


A jump in Dixon area highway traffic deaths in 1952 while number 


of accidents decreased has been blamed on an apparent increase in 
speed on highways, it was revealed today with statistics released""by 
District 1 state police headquarters near Sterling. 


Twenty more persons died as a 


result of accidents last year than 
were killed in highway crashes in 
1951, the figures'showed. The fatal- 
ity score was 51 for last year and 
31 for 1951. 


Yet, state police investigated 821 


accidents under their jurisdiction 
in the district last year as com- 
pared to 864 investigated in 1951— 
a decrease of 43 during 1952. 


Blames Speed 


Robert- S. Heindel, 'Stockton, dis- 


trict traffic safety officer, blames 
speed for the apparent paradox be- 
tween 
the greater number of 


deaths and the decrease in acci- 
dents. 


"The factor of speed takes a 


most prominent part in the acci- 
dent picture," Heindel said in ex- 
plaining the rise in fatalities. He 
continued: 


"Fewer motorists are having ac- 


cidents, but the accidents are more 
severe. The possibility is strong 
that if you do have an accident you 
are more likely to be killed or seri- 
ously injured." 


The 450 total of daytime acci- 


dents showed the greatest decrease 
from 484 in 1951. 


Nighttime accidents decreased 


only from 380 to 371, but their total 
each year is much below the day- 
time figure. 


Total Drops 


Total vehicles involved dropped 


from 1,516 to 1,360, but still re- 
mained high to show multiple ve- 
hicle collisions. 


Single vehicle accidents remain 


high and are attributed to killer 
speed, because the lone driver fail- 
ed to make a curve, skidded into a 
bridge or other stationary object 
or just ran off ihe road to turn 
over or worse. 


Three more persons suffered in- 


jury last year than in 1951. The 
figures are 682 and 685. Intensity 
or degree of injury could not be in- 
dicated in Heindel's report. 


Again It's Speed 


Property damage increased by 


estimate from $631,650 to $738,774. 
Although property values are up, 
speed again is blamed for most of 
the increase in damage. 


In 1952 state police made 367 ar- 


rests in district one for various 
violations contributing to cause of 
accidents. The year before they 
made 301 similar arrests.

Gives Break 
To Minnesota's 
Chuck Mencel 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. — (NBA) 


— The spectacular jump shot, is 
the big equalizer that's thrust the 
little man back into modern bas 
ketball. 


Chuck Mencel of the University 


of Minnesota is a case in point. 
Only 5-10, which by basketball 
standards put him in Lilliput's 
class, he's the Gophers' leading 
scorer and key backcourt threat. 


A stabbing jump shot in which 


Chuck looks like he's about to exe 
cute a backbend put him up 
among the goons. 


"It's one of the newest shots in 


basketball," says the 19-year-old 
sophomore from Eau Claire, Wis., 
"and is becoming the most popu- 
lar. 
I think it's because It gives 


a great advantage to the smaller 
man and have found thU especial 
ly true for myself." 


To digress for a moment, Coach 


Honey Russell of unbeaten Seton 
Hall argues that the jump shot 
existed in basketball 35 years ago 
when he was playing pro ball. 


"But it didn't become a vogue," 


says Honey, "until little jruys 
like Kenny Sailors of Wyoming 
brought it in from the west in 
the early 1940s. 
FULKS THE GREATEST 


"I know Bob Davies of my team 


used to use it, but most of the 
time he'd pass off when he reached 
the peak of his leap instead of 
shooting. Your true jump shooter 
is a man like Joe Fulks who's a 
gunner. He's going for the basket 
and when he was at Murray State 
and in his first couple of years with 
the pros he was probably the great- 
est jump shooter of all time." 


Fulks, of course, is 6-5. He had 


it made. To Mencel, perfecting a 
shot to overcome height defici- 
ency was a necessity. 


Johnny O'Brien of Seattle was 


another small man who developed 
a jump shot to become a gr«at 
scorer. 


"If I can get one quick step 


on a defensive man," says Mencel, 
'I can always get the shot off be- 
ause I'm falling away when I 
shoot. It's not really necessary to 
ump very high. I think the ef- 
fectiveness lies in the quickness. 
A lot of fellows emphasize height 
oo much, and this throws the shot 
off.

The sentence in federal court here Wednesday followed 
Saigh's plea of no defense to a 
five 
count 
indictment returned 


against him last spring. 


Federal Judge Roy W. Harper 


ordered the sentences to run con- 
currently. 
He also fined Saigh 


$10,000 on one count and $5,000 on 
the second. 


Maximum penalty on each count 


is up to five years imprisonment 
and $10,000 fine. 


"Bern Too Tough" 


"This means, of course, I will 


have to dispose of the Cardinals," 
Saigh said. "There is no way I 
can slay in baseball." 


Saigh also commented he had 


seen men receive lesser sentences 
for income tax evasion. " 


"I think you have been too tough 


with me." he told the court. 


Judge Harper answered sharply: 
"You 
plead that you are guilty 


to these essential elements and if 
you were not guilty you should 
have stood upon a plea of not 
tjuilty. 
Don't come in and plead 


before me and then ask me to say 
you are wrong." 


Saigh was charged with evading 


119.200 in taxes, $14,551 in 1947 and 
$4,748 in 1949. 
The original in- 


dictment charged evasion of $49- 
620 in taxes from 1946 through 1949, 
but three counts were dismissed. 


Saigh was freed on $2,000 bond 


until May 4, when the sentence 
will be invoked. 


Decline Comment 


Baseball officials for the most 


part, including Commissioner Ford 
Frlck and League President War- 
ren Giles, declined to comment on 
Lhe conviction. 
A source high in

Visiting Firemen May Shape 
Answer to Economic Problems 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK Wl—A new approach 


to world economic problems ap- 
pears in the making. Some visiting 
firemen may get it started. 


The first set of x-isitors—Secre- 


tary of State Dulles and Mutual 
Security Director Stassen—will be 
off shortly for Europe to take a 
look at what seems to be wrong 
there. 


Dulles gave a very strong hint 


in his speech Tuesday night. He 
said that since the war the United 
States had invested around 30 bil- 
lion dollars in Western Europe's 
economic recovery and in trying 
to foster unity there. If he finds 
these plans have stalled, Dulles 
said that then America would have 
to do a "little re-thinking" on its 
policies. 


Second Set 


The second set of visitors—Brit- 


ish Foreign 
Secretary 
Anthony 


Eden and Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer R. A. Butler—will be com- 
ing to Washington in a"bout a 
month. They will be carrying a 


blue-print of a British Common- 
wealth plan for increasing world 
trade and resolving the stalemate, 
over world currencies. 


Out of these two visits the new 


approach could take its definite 
form. Both visits seem to spring 
from a recognition that the policies 
tried since the end of World War 
II have fallen short of expectations. 


The 
American idea of what 


should be done is turning more and 
more to the belief that Europe 
ought to set its own house in order 
economically and financially, and 
expect less dollar aid from Amer- 
ica. 


British Differ 


The British plan, naturally, looks 


at the problem from the other side 
of the ocean. They think the United 
States should lower its tariffs fur- 
ther, 
encourage importation of 


more foreign goods, invest more 
American dollars in developing re- 
sources of commonwealth lands. 


In icturn. the British appear 


ready to offer one thing at least 
that the United States has been 


wanting—freer convertibility of the 
British pound. 


First steps toward this may soon 


be taken in London, 
financial 


sources here believe. They cite the 
slow but steady climb of the value 
of the British pound sterling in 
terms of U. S. dollars in recent 
weeks. 


The pound reached a new post- 


devaluation high Monday, bringing 
$2.81% in American money in 
London. 


Buys Dollars 


The Bank of England has been 


buying American dollars in the 
London market to bolster its re- 
serves. 


Eden «nd Butler, therefore, may 


be able to show a much stronger 
financial picture to their Washing- 
ton hosts in the forthcoming visit, 
and offer this as an assurance that 
any new approach to solving world 
economic problems wouldn't have 
to be carried almost alone by the 
United States, as has been the case 
most of the time since the war.

President Ike Meets a 
Congress That Is Balky 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON—<ff>—In office on- 


ly 10 days, President Eisenhower 
already has had a bumpy time of 
it with Congress, where his own 
party is in control. 


He has not suffered any major 


defeats or reverses at their hands 
yet. 
But they have refused to 


rubber-stamp his suggestions. 


His first bump was the nomina- 


tion of Charles E. Wilson, former 
president of General Motors, as 
secretary of defense. When Wilson 
told the senators he saw no reason 
to sell his G.M. stock, the senators 
said "Whoa." 


They reminded him: There's a 


law forbidding a government of- 
ficial to do government business 
with a firm in which he has money 
interest. They made is clear he 
couldn't be secretary unless he sold 
his stock.i.Makes Decision 


After thinking this over, he said 


he'd sell it. They approved him. 
But among men he had picked to 
be his hop assistants were two in 
exactly the same fix. 


They were Robert T. B. Stevens 


for Army secretary and Harold E. 
Talbott for secretary of the Air 
Force. Both have financial inter- 
ests in firms doing business with 
the government. 


Wilson seems to think he has 


a plan to keep them from dealing 
with their old firms, let them keep 
their holdings, and still get Senate 
approval. But unless they sell, they 
may not get that approval. 


Eisenhower reportedly had want- 


ed to make Val Peterson, former 
Republican governor of Nebraska, 
U. S. ambassador to India. 
But 


Nebraska's two Republican sena- 
tors, Hugh Butler and DwSght Gris- 
wold, are said to have told Eisen- 
hower "Nothing doing." 


They could prevent Senate ap- 


proval of Peterson simply by tell- 
ing the other senators he was "ob- 
noxious" to them. Butler was re- 
elected last year but Peterson 
had tried to beat him for the job. 


Named us Aide 


Eisenhower finally made Peter- 


son one of his administrative as- 
sistants at $15,000 a year, a job 
which didn't need Senate approval. 


Eisenhower picked Dr. James B. 


Conant, outgoing president of Har- 
vard, to be U. S. high commis- 
sioner in Germany. There may be 
a Senate fight over him too. 


Some Roman Catholics are criti- 


cal of Conant because they say he 
attacked the^parochial school sys- 
tem in a speech last year. Con- 
ant'a friends claim his remarks 
were misinterpreted. 


Eisenhower's fellow Republican, 


Sen. McCarthy, a Wisconsin Cath- 
olic who said he had received a 
"tremendous 
number" 
of com- 


plaints about Conant, may argue 
against Senate approval. 


Another Republican, Sen. Mundt, 


a South Dakota Methodist, drew 
a bead on Conant from an unex-' 
pected direction. "Too bookish" to 
be high commissioner, Mundt asid.

One bunch broccoli, 3 table- 


spoons butter, 3 tablespoons flour, 
l'/i cups milk, 3-ounce can sliced 
broiled mushrooms, 
J/2 
teaspoon 


salt, % teaspon pepper, % tea- 
spoon paprika, % cup mayonnaise, 


% cup grated cheese, % cup but- 
tered crumbs. 


Cut broccoli into stalks of equal 


diameter and length. Cook until 
just tender in boiling salted water, 
about 10 minutes. Drain well. 


Meanwhile melt butter in sauce- 


pan. Stir in flour. Add milk and 
contents of can of mushrooms. 
Cook, stirring constantly, 
until 


sauce thickens and comes to boil. 
Add salt, pepper and paprika. Mix 
in well. Stir small amount of 
sauce into the mayonnaise, then 
combine with the rest of the sauce. 
Add grated cheese and stir until 
cheese is about melted. 


Remove from heat. Arrange the 


drained, cooked broccoli in a shal- 
low heat-proof serving dish. Pour 
sauce over broccoli. Sprinkle with 
buttered crumbs. Place in pre- 
heated broiling compartment, 4 
inches from moderate heat and let 
brown lightly, about 5 minutes. 
Serve immediately.

Aviator Debuts

NEW YORK — (NEA) — Col. 


Bernt Balchen, who has spent most 
of his life exploring the world's 
snow-caps, stood perspiring in the 
Grand Central Art Galleries.

Maybe it was too warm if you 


kept your eyes away from Bal- 
Chen's water color paintings that 
lined the walls. But nearly every- 
one in the overheated room had 
to turn up his mind's collar. 


The polar explorer was having 


his first art show. In brilliant blues 
and whites and reds and greens, 
he had pictured the relentless cold 
of the world's fringes—lands he 
has come to know well.

John Fischettl, NEA's editorial 


cartoonist, appraised the work this 
way: 


"Balchen has worked a little too 


hard on some of these. A water 
color must be deft, quick, deli- 
cate. Otherwise it looks like a post- 
card." 


Was It poor aH?

"There are just enough beau- 
ties here to tell you that this fellow 
is on his way up." 


This fellow "on his way up" as 


an artist is the same Balchen who 
won the Congressional Medal in 
1929 for being the first pilot to fly 
over the South Pole.

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Dulles Avoided Details 
In Foreign Policy Talk 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON—UP)—In his first 


talk to the nation on foreign policy 
Tuesday night, new Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles was sim- 
ple and vague but hintful. 


He conducted his TV-radio au- 


dience on a tour of the continents, 
showing what Communism was try- 
ing to do-and why it had to be 
stopped. It was when he got down 
to how this country was going to 
atop Communism that Dulles be- 
came unspecific but frankly said 
he did not intend to go into details, 
that he had been in office six days 
and did not know all the answers. 


Dulles did hint that President 


Eisenhower may have some plans 
for taking the wind out of Russia's 
sails when he said: "We shall try 
our best to stop the wars ... in 
Korea and Indochina. Today these 
wars go on because the enemy 
thinks he's getting an advantage 
by continuing the war. I believe 
that Gen. Eisenhower will find the 
ways to make the enemy change 
his mind in that respect so that 
they too will want peace." 


Dulles may have been suggesting 


this country will increase its aid 
to the French who have been fight- 
Ing the Communists in Indochina 
for years. 


But he left the rest of the world 


to wonder about the extent of his 
meaning when he said: 


"Our job is to serve our own 


enlightened self-interest by demon- 
strating by our own peformance, 
by our own examples, how good 
freedom is and how much better 
ft is than despotism." 


He gave one severe nudge to 


the British, French and Germans 
by saying that unless they arc 
willing to do more for themselves 
by providing a unified front against 
Russia, this country may not be so 
willing to help them. 


So although Dulles went into a 


great deal of detail, explaining the 
menace of Communism, he avoid- 
ed details In explaining how to 
combat it.

French TV: No Noted 
Stars, No Commercials 


But Frenchmen 
Say Industry Is 
Ahead of America

PARIS — (NEA) —There are no 


commercials on French television. 
There are no television sets in 
French bars. There are no high- 
priced^ well known television, en- 
tertainers in France. 
In fact, 


there is virtually no television, by 
American standards. * 


Despite this state of affairs, of- 


ficials in the industry here believe 
that technically they are several 
hundred microwaves ahead of tel- 
evision in other countries. 


They explain this by the 
fact 


that in 1948 the French shifted 
from a 441 line system to 
819 lines. The latter is supposed 
to give a much finer image than, 
say the 625 lines in the United 
States or the. 405 in 'England. 


Actually, however, 
from 
the 


standpoint of a TV viewer, the 
French still seem to be having 
considerable trouble 
with 
their 


lighting. 
* » * 


Whatever the scientific facts of 


the matter may be, they are of no 
concern at all to the 
average 


Frenchman, seeing as how the 
cheapest TV set here costs about 
$300. 


That, in turn, has produced in 


the hearts of only 50,000 French- 
men the uncontrollable desire to 
own sets. And since France has 
only two TV transmitters at pres- 
ent—here and in Lille—the 50,000 
sets are concentrated around those 
two spots. 


Furthermore, the transmitters 


are on the air only 30 hours a 
week, or a little over four hours a 
day. 


The reason French TV has no 


commercials is that it Is owned 
and operated by the government 
through the Ministry of Informa- 
tion.
